Whereas, before his appointment as adjutant general, he was the administrator
of the division of facilities management in the Department of Administration; and

Whereas, he is a member of the Legion of Merit and was awarded the
Meritorious Service Medal, the Air Force Commendation Medal, the Air Force
Organizational Excellence Award and numerous other medals; and

Whereas, he was promoted to major general on August 3, 1990; now, therefore,

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Resolved by the assembly, the senate concurring, That the members of the
legislature of the state of Wisconsin commend Major General Jerald Slack for his
decades of meritorious service to this state as the epitome of a citizen-soldier and
wish him a long, healthy and happy retirement; and, be it further
